A recent lecturer at San Francisco 
on the evils of Chinese immigration 
Argued that the Mongolian race is De- 
nature incapable of self-government, but 
he neverthless made the deliberate as- 
sertion that, should Chinese immigra- 
tion be permitted to continue ten years 
longer, the right of suffrage will be 
granted and grasped by every adult 
Chinaman in the land. In explanation 
of this apparent contradiction ho stat- 
ed that -whenever the National Govern- 
ment desires to control the election of 
the Pacific Coast it will put the ballot 
in the hands of the Chinaman, 
under the plea of protection. Place 
the ballot in the hands of 100,000 
Chinese, on this coast, and you vitiate 
and destroy republican institutions in 
the Pacific States, and ultimately dis- 
member and ruin tho beautiful Re- 
public. To be sure, the Chinaman does 
not caro a fig for a vote or any other 
right of freemen per se, but he knows 
its valuo in gold. He would use the 
ballot as he uses everything else, merely 
as a means of making money. The 
Chinese, led by their "head men," will 
be sold to the highest bidder and vote 
like sheep. Our whole politics will 
then be in tho hands of tho lords and 
masters to whom the Chinese are slaves. 
Chinese cheap labor means famine or 
degradation. Chinese suffrage means 
war or. death. Should Congress ever be 
induced to confer upon tho Chinese the 
right of suffrage the lecturer ventured 
the prophesy that a century from that 
ill-fated event will witness tho great 
Republic a mass of crumbling ruins. 
Any man that will aid in that infam- 
ous crime will be branded in ages to 
came as an assassinator of American 
liberty. The people of California have 
been more than patient. The Chinese 
sower in San Francisco would not be 
tolerated without a resort to violence in 
any other city on the American contin- 
ent. No other people under tho sun 
would submit to it. I look upon the 
increasing deluge being poured forth 
from the Celestial Empire as the most 
serious question of the age. It is a 
most portentuous break in the levee of 
modern civilizations. It behooves the 
people of the United States more than 
any other to awaken to the inevitable 
dangers of this impending avalanche. 
"The Chinese difficulty, says the Lon- 
don Times, "may speedily become a 
greater menace to tho people of the 
United States than the negro difficulty 
was at its worst, for negro emigration 
ceased with abolition of the slave trade, 
while if the Chinese once begins to flow 
in force it is difficult to see where or 
when it will stop." e 

THE TAX 01T DOCTORS.

Neither the House nor Government 
can be complimented on the Bill which 
imposes a tax on the medical profession. 
There is no profession that has so large 
and continual drafts on the generoaity 
of its members as that of medicine. A 
man breaks his leg, a child has the 
croup, a woman is in tho pains of par- 
turition. A surgeon is sent for. Does 
he pause to ascertain whether ho is 
likely to be remunerated for his services 
before relieving the patient's sufferings'! 
Should he refuse to attend the case how 
the Press would hold him up as a hard- 
hearted, mercenary wretch — a disgrace 
to the profession, etc., etc. Scarcely a 
day passes that physicians and surgeons 
in Victoria are not called on to give their 
services without the* slightest hope of 
receiving compensation. One honorable 
member wished to know why the doc- 
tors were exempted by the present Act? 
' and another urged as a reason why they 
should be taxed tiiat they "drank our 
City water." May the good Lord have 
mercy on their stomachs should be the 
fervent prayer of all their patients, if 
the honorable member's only excuse for 
taxing the medical profession be correct. 
In reply to the question why the class 
have been exempted from special 
taxation we would say that the House 
in 187-1 took precisely the position we 
do now! It was shown that the pro- 
fession were constantly called to attend 
upon and often supply medicines to 
patients who were too impecunious to 
pay fees, and that it would be but 
a small recognition of their humanity if 
the House should exempt them from 
payment of a license. The House took 
a proper and sensible view of the 
matter and if honorable members have 
no more cogent reasons to offer for 
specially taxing them than that they 
drink the City watei', it is to be hoped 
that they will retrace their steps on 
Monday. The fact is, the Government 
having pledged itself to abolish dual 
taxation is driven to its wit's end to 
create a revenuo ; and has fallen back 
on doctors, surveyors, lawyers and such 
liko. 



A THIRD TERM. 



The friends of General Grant are 
pushing him forward as a candidate for 
a third term as prosident. The demo- 
cratic papers violently oppose the prop- 
osition, which they sny emanated with 
the silver and railroad kings, who fear 
that the workingmen's party will carry 
the next election and despoil them of 
their wealth. Mackey makes no secret 
of his fears, and Stanford, Crocker, 
Hayward, Jones, Sharon and others 
are prepared to follow in his footsteps. 
With Grant in tho chair at the White 
House they think their accumulations 
would be secure, as no constitutional 
barriers would stand in his way when 
his friends were in danger. Ho has fre- 
quently used the army without author- 
ity and would not scruple to do so 
again. In a conversation in Virginia 
City last spring Mackey is reported to 
have said: "I will give a million dol- 
lars to secure Grant tho republican 
nomination and another million to 
compass his election, and once in tho 



White House I will give another mill- 
ion to keep him there." He added that 
this might seem Btrange talk but lie 
would put up the money knowing it to 
be a good investment The New York 
Sun says a man ought to insure his 
house against fire. Grant is the insur- 
ance company for the Pacific railroad 
robbers, land grabbers and manipula- 
tors of mineral lands, and they are pre- 
pared to take large blocks of stock in 
him. 

THE FISHERIES A2TE THE 
CHINESE. 



Elsewhere wo give the essence of the 
resolutions passed at the recont .meet- 
ing of tfie cannery proprietors at New 
Westminster. The objections of the 
proprietors, so far as they pertain to 
the year's fishing, have been met by 
the Government; and (should tdV Bill 
become law) they will havo ample time 
in which to perfect arrangements for 
tho coming year so as to either pay the 
tax for such Chinoso as they may wish 
to employ or send abroad for white 
men to perform tho duty now assigned 
to Chinese. Wo are inclined to think 
that the Bill just passed will fail be- 
'causo it is over-weighted with cumber- 
some and unjust provisions. But the 
Chineso ulcer is eating into the pros- 
perity of the country and sooner or 
later must bo cut out. It is reported 
that a memorial praying tho Governor- 
General to withhold his approval of the 
Bill will bo circulated for signatures. 
Wo hope that the report may 
prove to t be incorrect. The Bill 
should bo allowed to stand or fall 
on its own merits at Ottawa, for it is 
just possiblo that it will be sanctioned. 



Tho Proposed Tax on Insurance 
Companies. 



(Toronto Moll.) 

Much doubt has been expressed by 
legislators and lawyers as to the power 
of the Local Legislatures to regulate 
or tax the business of insurance com- 
panies. The Quebec Legislature, under 
the direction of the late Attorney-Gen- 
eral, assumed aright to levy a tax upon 
all insurance companies doing business 
in that Province, and passed an act for 
the purpose, which was not disallowed 
at Ottawa. The Dominion Govern- 
ment had previously asserted its rights 
to legislate on the subject of insurance 
by requiring all companies, Canadian 
and Foreign, to take out a licence, and 
deposit money with tho Government 
before issuing policies. Tho Quebec 
Act prohibited these companies, not- 
withstanding tho licence of the Fed- 
eral Government, from doing business 
in the Province of Quebec without tak- 
ing out a licence there also. The case in 
this respect resembles the triangular 
conflict in Ontario between the brewers 
and the Local Government as to the 
effect of a Dominion licence to manu- 
facture and sell beer. As our readers 
are aware, the Supremo Court held 
that the Act of the Ontario Legislature 
which authorised the Local Govern- 
ment to override the licence of the Dom- 
inion authorities was ultra vires. The 
inferior cannot obstruct or nullify the 
franchise or liberty granted by the su- 
perior power. But in the matter of 
insurance it was not so clear that the 
jurisdiction was exclusively Federal. 
In the distribution of "subjects" be- 
tween the Federal and Local Legis- 
latures insurance is not mentioned. 
Banking, interest, currency, bills of ex- 
change and promissory notes, savings' 
banks. <fcc, aro expressly assigned to 
tho general legislature, but the business 
of insurance is not included among the 
subjects of federal jurisdiction, except 
by construction, or legal inference. 

The judgment of tho Privy Council 
in exetnso has not yet reached this 
country, but the Times and other Lon- 
don papers announce that the judg- 
ment of the Quebec Courts in favor of 
the insurance companies was affirmed 
by that high tribunal. The result, 
therefore, would seem to be that the 
business of insurance falls within the 
exclusive jurisdiction, as to regulation 
and control, of the Dominion Parlia- 
ment; that the contract of insuranco is 
a commercial contract, and therefore, 
within section 91, sub-soctiou 2, of tho 
B. N. A. Act, which gives the Federal 
Parliament exclusive power to regulate 
commerce, and the levying a tax upon 
insurance companies by means of licen- 
ses and stamps upon policies and pre- 
mium receipts, as proposed by the Que- 
bec Legislature, is not warranted by 
section 92, sub-section 9, of the B. N. 
A. Act, which gives Local Legislatures 
power to levy direct taxes for purposes 
of revenue. If the judgment of the 
Quebec Courts has been affirmed gen- 
erally, this last point is included, and 
tho opinions of laymen as to the dis- 
tinction between direct and indirect 
taxes has received judicial confirmation 
of such high authority that all Local 
Legislatures in this Dominion must 
govern themselves accordingly. 

We suspect it will turn out that the 
expensive legal contest between tho In- 
surance Companies and tho Quebec 
Government might have been.avoided 
by a few words of definition, or a slight 
change in the mode of levying the tax. 
The learned Council for tho Compan- 
ies, in his argument before the Quebec 
Court, admitted the right of the Local 
Legislature to tax, by direct assessment, 
Insurance and other Companies and 
persons carrying on business of any 
kind in the Province. If the Privy 
Council has decided otherwise, tho pow- 
er of Local Legislatures to raise reven- 
ue will be limited to "shop, saloon, tav- 
ern and auctioneer licenses," and as the 
general Parliament has assumed the 
right to prohibit all these, except the 
last, the Local Governments, especially 
that of Quebec, will very soon be com- 
pelled, along with the liquor dealers, to 
shut up shop 1 The full text of the 
judgment in this case will be looked 
for with much interest by the friends 
of local self-government.

"WHAT RUSSIA HAS SAUTED. 

Tar other sids of tho Question— "What 
kind of "Victory" it is Ensrlina 
is Crowing Afcout.

In view of this popular demonstra- 
tion, it will be interesting to inquire 
what Russia has lost, or wherein she 
has failed to come up to her expecta- 
tions. When Great Britain interpellat- 
ed Russia as to tho-.cauao of the war, tho 
Czar replied in his declaration that 
Russia appealed to tho sword to rescue 
tho' suffering Christians from Turkish 
tyranny. That has been completely ac- 
complished, and the Turk is forovef- 
more barrtN from the capacity, evon if 
he have the desire, to prosecute or oven 
iuterfero with Christians. Russia has 
torn the treaty of Paris to shreds. What 
there is left of it not covered by the 
Berlin troaty amounts to norhing. She 
lias recovered the Bessarabian territory 
that was taken from her in 1856, and 
thereby extended her frontier back 
again to the Danube. Sho has made 
that river free, with the stipulation that 
no vessel of war shall navigate it bo- 
tweon the Iron Gates and Galatz. She 
has destroyed every fortress on its 
banks, and raised every fortress in Bul- 
garia, and carried her point that no moro 
fortresses shall bo constructed there. 
Her approach to the Balkans, infuturo, 
therefore, will be unimpeded. She will 
cross Bulgaria with the same ease that 
she crossed Roumania a year ago. The 
English interposed and secured for tho 
Turks the privilego of fortifying tho 
Balkan passes, but Russia has destroy- 
ed Varna, at the eastern and strongest 
end of the range, and she has taken 
Sophia from tho Turks, so that sho can 
turn the Balkans and have a free road 
into Roumelia from tho west. Sho ad- 
vised Austria in the early stages of the 
war to occupy Bosnia and Herzegovina, 
and Austria has done so. Sho demand 
ed that Servia and Montenegro should 
have an extension of their frontiers and 
their independence for aiding her, and 
the demand was recognized in each case. 
If she has consented to a very material 
restriction of the limits of Bulgaria, 
as defined in the treaty of San Stefano, 
it is because it was certain from the 
first, that she would consent, for the 
reason, as now appears, that the Turks 
have a northern boundary they cannot 
proteot. In Asiatic Turkey sho de- 
manded Batoum, with its splendid har- 
bour, and strong fortress which she 
could not take, also Kars and Ardahan, 
and Bhe securod them. When the 
others powers, particularly England, 
demanded that tho Batoum fortress 
should be razed Russia opposed it, and 
the fort will bo left untouched. Sho 
demanded an indemnity of §800,000,- 
000 and that indemnity was not con- 
sidered by the Congress. Sho told the 
plenipotentiaries that she would not 
claim territory in lieu of the indemnity 
nor prejudice the claims of the other 
creditors, but beyond this she mado no 
concessions, so that the indemnity re- 
mains, with the Turks committed to 
pay it. The time of payment is post- 
poned to such time as Russia shall see 
fit to collect it. She holds amortgage of 
8800,000,000 upon Turkey, and it will 
have to be paid to the utmost farthing. 
She made the concession that the Turks 
should fortify the Balkan passes, but as 
a counterpoise to this she has left all 
Roumelia open to the possibilities of 
her interference hereafter by stipulating 
that it shall bo policed by nativo militia 
the majority of whom are Slavs, of the 
Greek faith, and consequently Russia's 
allies. If Roumelia hitherto has been 
unfit for self-government, when policed 
by regular troops, how much better is 
sho for it now, when policed by native 
militia?

Tho If ow Govornor-Gonoral of Canada. 

Tho Toronto Glolie had a column of tho 
Times cabled to it on the 20th ult. Tho 
articlo has referenco to the appointment 
of the Marqui3 of Lome as Governor-Gen- 
eral of Canada. Tho Times says: — ".The 
announcement will be hailed with onthu- 
siasm by Canadians in this country and 
will be regarded with the utmost satisfac- 
tion. A direct connection between tho 
Thronog and the representative of tho 
Queen's authority in Canada is certain to 
bo welcomed by the colonists all tho more 
warmly bocauso their loyalty has of lato 
been stirred by tho eloquent appeals of 
tho rotiring Governor-General. Tho 
choice of the husband of ono of Her Ma- 
jesty's daughters to reprcsont the Sover- 
eignty of the Queen in Canada will ap- 
peal to tho sentiments* and traditions of 
Imperial unity ' and tho historic prido 
which have recently acquired fresh life 
and vigor. The feelings of Canadians to- 
wards tho Mother Country a few years 
ago wero curiously mingled. Thoir at- 
tachment to " home," which is one of the 
striking characteristics of Englishmen and 
their descendants in newly-settled coun- 
tries, was crossed with irritation at what 
they considered tho coldness and negloct, 
social and political, of which they had to 
complain, being convinced that tho domi- 
nant party in the Imperial Parliament 
wero longing and searching for an excuso 
to get rid of them. It was settled that 
tho Colonics should undertako to keep up 
their self-defence, as well as the duties of 
self-government, and the obstacles to a cor- 
dial understanding rapidly disappeared. 
Tho principal function of tho Governor- 
General of Canada is to keep alivo a sense 
of the real and intimate connection be- 
tween the colonists and the Mother Coun- 
try. Tho colonists cannot doubt that 
such a connection exists when thoy soo 
among them 6i\o of tho princesses of tho 
Royal Family. Tho Governor-General- 
ship opens a career to tho MarquiB of 
Lorno that may bo some compensation for 
the political activity from which his mar- 
riage cut him off at homo. Ho is well 
known, intelligent, cultivated, with an in- 
terest in the colonial empire of England, 
of which ho gave proof in his early travels 
and writings. He inherits tho political 
reputation of ono of tho "governing fam- 
ilies" of Great Britain; and in Canada, so 
abundantly peopled by Scottish settlors, 
his heirship of Macallum Moro will count 
for a good deal. But the most significant 
consequences of th*o Marquis of Lome's 
appointment will be, if we aro not mista- 
ken, the effect on public opinion in Cana- 
da of its bare announcement. It will bo 
hailed, wo have no doubt, as tho most 
popular act of policy that tho Imperial 
Government has ever carriod out sinco 
the Dominion was founded."

Last Night's Dispatches. 

REPULSE OP THE TURKS IS 
BOSNIA. 

Ensrlani to Gain, a Footing 1 in Asia 
Minor. 

EUROPE. 
London, Aug. 10. — A Berlin dis- 
patch says the deficit in Prussia's budget 
for 'Hoventji-seven roaches twenty mil- 
lion marks. This is exclusivo of Prus- 
sia's share of the German federal de- 
ficit. Soveral minor German states 
also have deficits. At tho Heidolburg 
conference several South-German states 
declared they were unablo to continue 
their contribution at the present rato 
towards the expenditure for military 
purposes. 

A special dispatch from Batouni says 
tho population are armed and preparing 
to resist occupation by the KussiatiH. 
Local chiofs held a council, and decided 
to fight. Disaffected mountaineers on 
the Uhevall frontier are said to number 
2,000. Excitement is intense. The 
Turkish regular army remains noutral. 

A special dispatch from Sheptsche, 
dated Aug. S, gives some particulars of 
tho battle on chat day. Along tho whole 
lino from Maglat to Sheptsche tho 
Turks wero defeated. The loss of tho 
Austrians was fifty killed and wound- 
ed. Bosnian forces numbered about 
5,000 and included artillery and a largo 
force of Turkish regulars led by regular 
ofiicers. Four hundred of the latter 
wore captured. The captive Turkish 
troops claim they were compelled to 
fight by tho insurrectionary government 
of Zerajova. 

Madiud, Aug. 10. — A band of in- 
surgents has made its appearance in tho 
Provinco of Eastermadu.m shouting for 
a republic. The railway mail train was 
stopped by them. Troops have gone in 
pursuit of the band. 

London, Aug. 10. — It is said that 
there is strong reason for believing the 
English Government intends to gain a 
footing on tho mainland of Asia Minor. 
Scandervon, a port of Aleppo, is named 
as the probable objective point. The 
Sultan has telegraphed Queen Victoria 
asking British mediation to Btay the 
advance of tho Austrian army of 
occupation at Banjaluka. It is said 
the British Government decline to in- 
tervene. Thrco thousand Mohammedan 
horsemen have appoared in tho north- 
wostorn portion of Bosnia. 



DELAYED DISP ATCHES. 

EUROPE. 
London, Aug. 8 — An indirect and un- 
authenticated telegram to the Daily 
News says that Bismarck lias boen as- 
sassinated. The news is discredited 
here. 

Paris, Aug. 8 — The Constitutional, 
Bonapartist organ, announces that a 
marriage has been arranged between 
Prince Louis Napoleon, son of Emper- 
or Napoleon III, and Princess Thyra, 
third daughter of Christian IX., king 
of Denmark. The dato of marriago is 
not yet fixed. The Constitutional adds: 
It is stated that this marriage will be 
made tho occasion of a beneficial revi- 
sion of tho treaty of Prague. Princess 
Thyra is a sister of the Princess of 
Wales. 

Havre, Aug. 8 — Tho dory Nautilus 
from Beverly, Mass., has arrived here, 
having accomplished the passage in 56 
days. The Nautilus will bo taken to 
tho Paris Exposition. 



CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Aug. 8: — A lotter 
from Honolulu says tho French bark 
Calcutta went ashore on the island of 
Huanis, ono of the Society group, June 
13th; total loss. The captain of the 
bark committed suicide. No other 
lives lost. 

San Francisco, Aug. 8. — The sehr. 
Staghound, from Ounalaska, reports 
that on the 1st of May news was re- 
ceived at Ounalaska that portions of a 
vessel were found at Cook's Inlet last 
year, supposed to be the schooner San 
Diego from the description of portions 
of the wreck and letter " D " on a piece 
of board. No tidings of tfie crew or 
schooner San Diego, Bishop, master, 
which sailed hence for Sitka March 31, 
1877, have ever been received. 

San Francisco, Aug. 8. — Sometimo 
during the night of last Tuesday; bur- 
glars entered the oflice of tho relief 
committee of the Odd Fellows, in Odd 
Fellows Hall, opened the safe and stole 
§1,400 in silver. No clue to tho rob- 
bers.

Decline of Hotel Hates in New 
York. — The New York Times says 
nothing has gone in that city witli the 
decline of prices more than hotel 
charges. Although tho old transient 
prices are nominally maintained in some 
hotels, many reductions are made, and 
permanent board may bo obtained at 
very reasonable pricea There are many 
hotels in that city, generally on the 
European plan, that depend entirely 
upon country custom of the second 
class, and nearly all of these have re- 
duced their prices. Tho proprietors of 
one of the largest and best known of 
these hotels are about to renovate their 
building and reduce pricos just 50 per 
cent., renting a room for 50 cents a day 
for which $1 has always been charged. 
Tho times have gone by when a rural 
visitor could not visit th* metropolis 
without spending a year's savings,

Montreal, July 29. — -Hon. Mr. Tur- 
cotte arrrived at Three Rivers Satur- 
day night, and was received at the sta- 
tion by the mayor and by about five 
hundred of tho principal citizens. The 
Mayor, on behalf of the citizens, pre- 
sented Mr. Tuicotte with a large bou- 
quet of flowers, accompanying the same 
by' a speech to which Mr. Turcotto an- 
swerod, being repeatedly cheered by the 
crowd. 

Ottawa, July 29. — Sir Edward 
Thornton, British Minister at Wash- 
ington, Sir Francis Hincks, and Chief 
Justice Harrison, who compose tho 
commission appointed to establish a 
boundary between Ontario and the 
Western territories, are expected to ar- 
rive in Ottawa to-morrow to continue 
their deliberations. 

A quantity of powder and other war 
materials for the Western military de- 
pots has arrived at Quebec. 

Lord. Dufl'erin will leave Canada tho 
28th of September. 

It is officially announced that ar- 
rangements of a satisfactory character 
havo been concluded between the Great 
Western and Canada Southern Rail- 
ways for a division of tho entiro com- 
petitive traffic. — Globe. 

Ottawa, July 29. — A sad drowning 
accident is reported on tho Gatineau. 
A party of young men started for a 
sail on Lake Nadeau. One of them 
named Flavier waded in to the lake to 
push the yacht into deep water, and 
while doing so fell into a hole. Another 
of the party named Adams, who was in 
the boat, reached over to rescuo him, 
but was dragged into the water. Paul 
Leeds, the adjuster of scales for that 
district, was on the bank of the lake, 
and seeing the accident and being an 
excellent swimmer, threw off his coat 
and plunged into the water. On reach- 
ing tho other two they grasped him 
round the body and the three were 
drowned. Two of the bodies were re- 
covered ten minutes after, life being 
extinct. The other body was recov- 
ered about an hour after. Mr. Leeds 
was 20 years of age, and was the sole 
support of his elderly father and moth- 
er. The other two who met their death 
by tho accident were 10 and 17 years 
of age respectively. 

Montreal, July 29. — Castaflorez, 
tho man accused of murdering~Mother- 
on, the silk peddler, arrived hereto-day 
from tho East on tho steamer Passport, 
and was arrested by two Montreal de- 
tectives. He had in his possession a 
gold watch and trunks containing silks 
and other goods said to have belonged 
to the murdered man. Ho will be 
taken to Montreal to-night.

Destructive Drought in Australia. 



A "Woman of Soventy "Wins in a 
Breach of Premise Oase. 



The Times says the intensity of the 
drought in Australia may be judged 
prehaps, by. the calculation made by 
the inspector of stock that in New 
South Wales alone 4,000,000 sheep 
were lost last year from the effects of 
dry weather. This estimate is admit- 
ted not to indicate tho full extent of 
the crisis, as it omits to take account 
of the last six weeks of the drought, 
which extended into the middle of 
February, during which time the effects 
of the lack of rain were daily intensify- 
ing in increasing ratio. At least an- 
other million must be added to those 
figures to account for the losses of this 
year, and for tho loss suffered by small 
holders and others who were for various 
reasons omitted from the returns. Thus 
wo have 5,000,000 sheep, valued at 
£2,500,000 at least destroyed, directly 
or indirectly, through the lack of pastur- 
age consequent on the drought. In 
187G the Australian Colonies possess- 
ed over 45,000,000 sheep, of which 
20,000,000 .belonged to New South 
Wales. There is reason to believe that 
in Victoria and South Australia the 
effects were quite as disastrous as New 
South Wales, while in Queensland 
they were doubly severe. It is not, there-* 
fore, too much to estimate that at least 
the same proportion of the flocks else- 
where were destroyed as in New South 
Wales, and that in Australia alone, 
omitting Tasmania and New Zealand, 
9,000,000 sheep perished in a single 
summer. If we extend our views to Cape 
Colony, which, with the whole of South 
Africa, endured a similar calamity, we 
shall find that over 10,000,000 sheep 
must have succumbed to tho drought 
of 1877-9 or nearly one-third of the 
number supported by the wholo of the 
United Kingdom. 

The Full Value of a Farthing — 
Will "a farthing damages" carry costs'! 
It is now settled, not without much 
trouble and three trials, that a farthing 
carries costs, unless tho judges on the 
trial certify to the contrary. In Gar- 
nett v. Bradley, tried at the Shrewsbury 
Assizes, Mr. Justice Amphlett declined 
to certify. The Taxing Master allowed 
full costs. Barons Pollock and Huddles- 
ton upheld his decision in the Court of 
Exchequer, whither the defendant earn- 
ed the case. The Courtof Appeal revers- 
ed the judgment of the Court of Ex- 
chequer; but Lords Hatherlcy, O'Hagan, 
Blackburn, and Gordon, in the Houso 
of Lords, reconfirmed the Master's ac- 
tion, and so far the equity and common 
law agree that a farthing carries costs. 
—British Mercantile Gazette.

Mr. Justice Denmaii has had the mo- 
notony of his business at Winchester 
assizes relieved by a breach. of promise 
case which, even at a time when such 
actions are as plentiful as blackberries, 
and as varied as human tastes, may 
claim the merit of conspicuous novelty. 
A giddy child of 70 years was the plain- 
tiff, and a gay lad of just one year j 
older the defendant. They knew one 
another in the dim long ago, and, 
though the matter-of-fact pleadings only I 
speak of friendship in that remote past, I 
wo imagine that their friendship must 
then have ripened into the "love that 
is more than love," for the tender flame | 
burned brightly, it seems, after the 
lapse of 50 years. The gentle maiden 
became "another's," and for more than 
half a lifetime Mr. and Mrs. Lacy— 
for that is the plaintiff's name — travel- 
led happily or unhappily, as the case 
may have been, through the vale of life. 
In the course of time, and in the pro- 
cess of nature, Mrs. Lacy's. husband 
was taken away, and she was left a 
widow with a fountain of sentiment 
still bubbling in her bosom. She pined 
for sweet companionship, and just a 
year after her widowhood began she 
met Mr. Franckeiss, the friend of her 
childhood — her first childhood — for the 
first time for* fifty years. They met in 
Church, which may have been an augury 
or an omen; the old attachment seems 
to have been restored on tho instant, 
and the interesting old creatures plighted 
their troth, or, in the language of the 
law courts, tho septuagenarian male 
promised to marry tho septuagenarian 
female. There was no doubt about the 
engagement or the promise. The plain- 
tiff insisted that the defendant "named 
the happy day" for the 11th of last Sep- 
tember. 

The defendant admitted that he had 
put up the banns and taken lodgings 
for their future home, but denied that 
ho had committed himself to so invpru 
dent a measure as the selection of the 
date. The defendant; indeed, seems to 
have been a fickle fellow, a thorough 
trifler with the affections of the amor- 
ous old lady. He said he was ill, to 
which she replied that he was well 
enough to walk to the doctor's, so, of 
course, he was well enough to fulfil his 
pledge. The marriage, however, did 
not take place, and Mrs. Lacy, follow- 
ing tho fashion, at once put the affair 
into the hands of her solicitors. The 
inconstant Franckeiss, then, it is true, 
offered to keep his word, but his aflianc- 
ed -was not going to risk another disap- 
pointment. She told him that she 
would not have him " if he came with 
his hair covered with diamonds," and 
so went on with the action. She went 
into the witness-box, wo are told, "in 
widow's weeds and a false front," ex- 
plaining that the former was a tribute 
to tho " dear departed," and the latter 
" was made necessary because her hair 
had fallen off through the heartless 
conduct of the defendant." Her weeds, 
or her false front, or her piteous story, 
seem to havo had an effect upon the 
jury, for they awarded the old lady 
£10, which is probably more than a 
husband would be worth to a woman 
of 70, and not more than a flirt of 71 
ought to pay for his inconstancy. Mr. 
Herschell could not have had a better 
case if he had ordered it on purpose. 
That two persons who have reached se- 
cond infancy, and may bo said to have 
a leg each in the grave, should come 
into court on such a suit, and that the 
woman should actually get damages, is 
really a finer burlesque of breach of 
promise of marriage proceedings than 
even Mr. Gilbert's " Trial by Jury."

A DESOLATE ISLAND. 

Cyprus as it is— Its Intolerable Seat 
and Deadly Fov.ors. 



Dr. Clarke, in his travels, speaks of 
the climate of Cyprus as • excessively 
hot and unhealthy. He says that its 
ports are more sultry than others in the 
Levant. Tho towns situated on the 
eastern and noEtheastern coasts of the 
island are subject to such dangerous 
temperature that in tho months of June 
and July any who goes out without an 
umbrella runs the risk o4 being sun- 
struck. The great heat experienced on 
the eastern coasts of Cyprus is owing to 
the situation of tho island with respect to 
the Syrian, Arabian and Lybian deserts, 
and to its mountainous nature prevent- 
ing the entrance of the cooler winds, 
tho west and northwest, from tho low 
shores to the east of northwest. All 
tho coast of Cyprus, from the Salines 
to Famagosta, is liable to hot. winds 
from almost every point of the com- 
pass. Malarious fevers are vory pre- 
valent. The Doctors sums up his ob- 
servations on Cyprus with these re- 
marks: "Instead of a beautiful and 
fertile land, covered with groves of 
fruits and fine woods, thero is hardly 
upon the earth a moro wretched spot 
than it now exhibits. Few words may 
forcibly describe it: Agriculture neg- 
lected, inhabitants oppressed, population 
tion destroyed, pestiferous air contagion 
poverty, indolence, desolation."

A fact of very biological importance 
has occurred this year in the return of 
tho above-named fish to the coasts of 
Sweden after a long interval of absence. 
A hundred years ago no industry was so 
prominent as that connected with tho 
fisheries, more than 1,000,000 barrels 
of herrings being preserved annually, 
involving the employment of a large 
portion of the population in their cap- 
ture and preparation. Enormous estab- 
lishments scattered along the coast, and 
on -which a large amount of capital had 
been invested, have long been abandon- 
ed and are going to ruins. Should tho 
promise of this year be continued, the 
probability is that the former prosper- 
ity will bo fully restored. Scientific 
men are at a loss to account for this 
apparently capricious change in the 
course of the fish. Our readers are 
doubtless aware that it breeds in incal- 
culable numbers, and that, when on its 
periodical migrations, it moves in shoals 
of countless myriads, extending fre- 
quently for miles in each direction. 
Useful as it has been found as an arti- 
cle of food for man, it is equally ap 
predated by tho denizens of tho deep 
and many sea-birds. Each shoal is fol- 
lowed by crowds of larger fish and 
flights of birds, which continually prey 
on tho helpless animal. Man discovers 
the shoal, and comes with his nets and 
captures millions. But those combined 
enemies are incapable of making more 
than a slight impression on the immense 
numbers. Then what could have in- 
duced the herring to change its course? 
This is a question which seems un- 
answerable, as the disturbing causes in- 
dicated above appear insufficient .to 
account for it, more especially as they 
would exist in any new direction taken 
by the fish. A special commission con- 
sisting of Professors Sar and Smitt has 
been appointed by the King of Sweden 
to consider the whole subject. The 
change of location seems to have taken 
place at the expense of the coast of 
Norway, which, for the first time in 
many years, has not been this year visit- 
ed by the herring. — Galignani's Messen- 
ger, June 28.
